WOMAN'S WORK. 


The twenty-first arinual report of the Woman's Missionary 
Union was made to the Southern Baptist Convention this year. 
The receipts for the year were $197,143.63, which was nearly 
one-fourth of the whole amount raised by the Convention for 
mission purposes. This is an excellent, report. 

Of this amount Mississippi raised only $8,070.26, which 
placed her tenth in the list of States. This is a poor showing 
for our grand old State, which is forging her way to the front 
in every good work, and stands sixth among the States for 
Contributions. But all praise to the noble women, the conse- 
erated few, who are giving their interest and time to the 
service of the Lord along this line. Possibly, the others are 
standing idle because no man has hired them. It is probable 
that if some one competent to advise would suggest that they 
might help in this work, taere would be more Unions. 

Woman has never yet refused to enter where duty plainly 
called her. What work the Union has done in the State this 
year could not be learned as the State Convention has not met 
and no report made. We know of only three Unions in our 
Association, one at Kosciusko, one at Sallis, one, at Samaria. 
Koseiusko raised $345.00, $100.00 of which was for missions. 
Sallis raised $50.00, $40.00 of which was for missions. Samaria 
raised $20.00, all for missions. There is a great deal of latent 
force in this neglected field whieh, ought to be brought into 
action. The responsibility of deyeloping the churches lies 
largely with the pastors. By-a little searching they could 
find one or more zealous women in. every church who would 
‘be willing to lead in this work. We will never come to the 
limit of our liberty and privileges until every member of the 
‘church sees ‘and accepts his responsibility in’ the body. To 
this end let us work in this Association. .

The Sunday’ School does much towards bringing the cehil- 
dren into a sympathetic understanding of the scriptures, yet 
much is Jeft for the home. . The parents would find much 
assistance in the many beautiful volumes of Children’s Bible 
‘Stories now published. For older people Fawar’s Life of 
Christ will help to an appreciative study of the gospel. The 
immortal allegory ‘‘Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress”’ should be 
read by every child. Some of the greatest and best men the 
world has ever known have come early under the influnee 
of this book. And that beautiful and devout book ‘‘The Imi- 
tation. of Christ’’ by Thomas A. Kempis has been a power in 
the spiritual awakening of many. 


Every home should haye at least a small library of the 
world’s great masterpieces of literature. Many of the monthly 
and weekly publications are’ good,’ We would mention favor- 
ably Youth’s Companion and Ladies Home Journal. But espe- 
ciajly would we insist that every. Baptist home in Mississippi 
should have The Baptist Record, Foreign Mission Journal, 
Our Home Field. and every Sunday School shouli use our 
Convention series published at Nashville, Tenn. Then, thers 
are tracts innumerable, published by our Home and Foreign 
Boards that can be had for the asking which may prove @ 
mighty blessing.

ORPHANAGE. 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage at Jackson, Miss., is 
an institution belonging tothe Baptists of Mississippi, and 
supported wholly by voluntary contributions. The object of 
its establishment and maintenance is to furnish a home, nur- 
ture and training for the homeless and helpless children. It 
has been in successful operation for twelve years. During 
this time it has passed through trials, and struggles incident 
to institutions of this: kind, but through them all it has been 
upheld ‘by a liberal, loyal and loving people, who have been 
cheerful and generous in its support. We have accumulated 
property—in houses and lands—to the amount of $100,000. 
We are prepared, by crowding, to care for 200 children. We 
have in our home at present 181 with several outstanding ap 
plications. Since its establishment nearly 400 children have 
been in our Home for a longer or shorter time, and have re- 
evived its benefits to a greater or less degree. It is the pur- 
pose of the Home to train these children in the practical art 
of home-making and home-keeping to such a degree that they 
will make good citizens, and independent bread-winners. Those 
to whom the management of: our Home is committed are 
doing faithful work, in the matter of training the children for 
usefulness, and are so directing their labor that the children 
themselves are contributing largely to their own support. The 
demands upon our home are daily increasing, and if we meet 
them, we shall have to build at: once, as the room that we now 
have is néarly all taken. We have enlarged our dining room 
and chapel this summer, but we are sadly in need of more 
bed room and school room, Let our people rally to our Home 
with their money, and with their prayers, and thus’ constantly 
increase its usefulness. a

EDUCATION. 


The report on Education was read and discussed by Wiley 
P. Sanders and adopted as follows: 


From every calling in life comes the demand for men and 
women of trained minds and trained hearts. The church, the 
State, the professions—every vocation in life sends up a united 
betition for an educated Christian ‘manhood and womanhood 
When the idea of an educated ministry becomes a popular 
demand it was a great step’ in advance; but today an educated 
ministry does not suffice. We must have an educated laity. 
The Laymen’s Movement which promises so much for the 
cause clamors for educated and traified men and women. The 
great mass of our people receive their education almost wholly 
in the free publie schools. ; 

Hence it behooves us to look well to the character and ef- 
ficieney of these institutions. Only the most consecrated Caris 
tian‘men and women should have charge of the:training of 
our children. In the matter of higher education. other things 
being equal, Baptist young men and young women should 
be sent to the Baptist schools and colleges. To this end we 
commend the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, Louis 
ville, Ky; Mississippi College and Hillman College, Clinton. 
Blue Mountain Female College, Blue Mountain, and Clarke 
Memorial College, Newton. Mississippi. As to whether an 
education pays in the matter of dollars and cents, it is not 
worth while to discuss. Sufice it to Say that the uneducate.t 
man or woman of the day, and of times to come must take a 
position in the rear of the march of progress in whatever line.

It gives employment to a large number of people, in 
offering a field for the exercise of the consecrated talent and 
forces of the laity in general. , It reaches the minds and hearts 
of a great many young peoplé who are not reached by the 
ordinary sermon. Therefore to overlook and neglect this work, 
is to miss a great opportunity for doing good and carrying 
out the commission of our blessed Lord. Your committee has 
learned that there are 20 Sunday Schools in our Association. 
This leaves 13 churches without Sunday Schools. Whethex 
these 13 churehes should have Sunday Schools, the writer can 
not say, not being acquainted with the conditions existing in 
their cases. The Sunday School is a good place for developing 
the Christian graces of the members of the churches. If there 
is a place where all the doctrines #f the Bible snould be taught 
it is in the Sunday School. Baptists have invested a great 
deal of money for equipping our schools for teaching Baptist 
doctrine. If there is any reason, before God, for the sepa- 
rate existence of Baptists as a denomination, the same ‘reason 
exists for teaching these doctrines that jw&tify their separate 
existence. These 20 schools report 1112 members, $144.42 for 
expenses, and $125.96 for missions.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 


After his resurrection and before his ascension our Lord 
announced his program of missions. It was: “AIl power ‘is 
given unto me in heaven and in earth (Math 28:18). Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature 
(Mark 16:15), beginning at Jertsalem (Luke 24:47) ; and, lo, 
I am with you always, even‘unto the end of the age.” 

The scheme of missions outlined by the Savior took in 
the entire world. But the nature of the case, as well as his 
command and the apostolic example, made the world vision 
include the lost who were near, as well-as those who were far 
away, and made it of first importance. Peter and John of the 
Apostles, who received the commission, healed the man lame 
at the temple gates. ‘ 

The lame man of today sits at the gate of every church. 
The Jerusalem church was overwhelmingly successful in in- 
terpreting the gospel to its own community. Having the pur- 
pose and power to save those around it, it had the spirit that” 
naturally and necessarily sends forth wholesome streams of 
saving truth to the dark places beyond. 

Our Jerusalem and Judea and Samaria are in the United 
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States. Are we doing our part to take and keep our. country 


for Christ?4 
Out of 90,000,000 population in the United States, there 
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are only about 20,000,000 members of evangelical denominas- 


tions. Are we not too much neglecting our Jerusalem, Judea 
and Samaria? 


Have our churches the unselfish Christian love and con- 
secration to take hold of the crying’ needs of the submerged 
and neglected on the one hand, and of the pleasure seekers 
and the money-mad.on the other? The world is asking 
whether we have a gospel that is strong enough to command 
the hearts and lives of sin-buffeted men, and bring the har- 


mony of love where now abides the discord of hate and sel- 
fish greed. ™ 


Alien immigrants flock to our shores at the rate of a mil- 
lion a year, and perhaps two million more of our own people 
each year are uprooted from their own environment and 
brought together in new relations, in new. towns and on the 
frontier. In these people—movements is at once a great prob- 
lem and an unvoiced cry that ascends up before God for a 
gospel that will bring order out of chaos and replace the sel- 


fish hardness and barrenness of sin with good citizenship and 
brotherly love. 


The Christian denominations of America are awakening 
to the magnitude of these problems and others not here men- 
tioned. They are turning with an encouraged unanimity to 


Home Missions as the means whereby such problems must 
be solved. 


Southern Baptists must take a large part in saving the 
lost of America. We hold the gospel! in its purity. Since we 
have so much to give in making good Americans, while at 
the same time we make Christians, we are under the deeper 
obligation to do large things. Because we are more numerous 
than any other Christian body in the outh, our obligation is 
greater than any other. 


God has blessed the labors of the missionaries of our 


Home Board to far larger fruitage than that shown by the 
reports of similar mission boards. 


The Board last year reported 27,426 baptisms and 52,910 
additions to churches through the labors of missionaries sup- 
orted wholly or in part by it. No mission board in Anierica, 
so far as we can find, had results more than one-third as large, 
though several expended four tmes as much in the work. 


Our people are becoming aroused to the large importance 
of Home Missions, and each year the Home Mission Board’s 
receipts. are larger. This year the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion is asking for $400,000, to be raised for the work of the 
Home Board. We ought to raise every cent of it and more. 


We are well - to raise it. By the blessings of God shall 
we not say, “We will raise it.” ' 

Your Committee recommends; 

1. That our pastors be requested to make an earnest ef- 
fort at least once during the year to preach a special sermon 
on Home Missions, and the magnitude and importance of 
the problems involved. 

2. That each of our churches during the year make at 
least one liberal offering for this work. 

3. That a club of subscribers be raised in each church 
for the Home Field, the unusually attractive and_illuminat- 
ing monthly magazine of the Home, Board. 

4. That churches and pastors be encouraged to make a 
large use of the Home Board’s informing tracts and sample 
copies of the Home Field, both of which are free for the ask- 
ing. '

REPORT ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Your Committee on Publications submit the following re- 
port: 
Believing that literature is the greatest factor in molding 
opinion and setting our destiny as an orthodox denomination, 
your committee urges that we be particularly careful as to the 
reading matter that is placed in the hands of our people. 

The Bible, first of all, should receive our paramount con- 
sideration. From it all truth springs. From it we get the 
fundamental purpose of God, concerning the duties of man 
and the revelation of His truths, whereby our destiny is for- 
ever settled. It should be our spititual and moral encyclo- 
pedia. 

Then, that which should be our second literary guide, 
ought to be deduced directly from the eternal word of God, if 
we propose to stand upon the commands of Him who created 
us and gave hig only bégotten Son who died for us. We 
should entertain nothing as a study that does not reveal the 
whole truth of God to us. | Your committee, therefore, rec-_. 
ommends that our people use literature in their Sunday 
Schools, published by the Southern Baptist Sunday Schoo 
Board, and ‘not that which entertains a half way ground by 
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shunning some of the eternal teachings of God for the sake of 
compromising. ~ If we believe in the Holy Bible as the book of 
God, why not stand to its every teaching. Your committee 
does not recommend inter-denominational Sunday School 
literature, for it tends toward a compromise or silence on some 
Bible truths. Study that which is the true word of God and 
let every man choose for himself his position. 

As baptists we should read our baptist papers, The For- 
eign Mission Journal and: Our Home Field for information, 
inspiration and knowledge as to what we believe as a denomi- 
nation, ee 

Choose for your children that which reveals to them the 
whole spiritual truth. Beware, the papers that advertise and 
fosters immoral living. Let the literature that comes to your 
home be clean and bear the example of moral and spiritual 
upbuilding. Remember that your children read what you 
read, and that what you read settles the question as to what 
you are and who you-are. Godly men read Godly literature, 
and ungodly men read ungodly literature. So, beware that 
the reading matter in your homes be true and correct mile 
posts that guide your children to higher and nobler lives.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The report on Foreign Missions was read by W. A. 
Roper as follows: 

“The Son of man came to seek and to save the lost.” 
“As the Father hath sent me into the world, even so send I 
you.” “Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to 
Jerusalem and to all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto every 
creature.”* Ye shall be witnesses unto him both in the ut- 

“termost parts of the garth. “How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? And how shall they believe 
in him whom they have not heard? And how shall they hear 
without a preacher? And how shall they preach except they 
be sent?” 


“So then faith cometh by hearing and hearing by the word 
of God.” 

These quotations from the Book of God, reinforced by 
the example of our Lord, the world’s first and greatest mis- 
Sionary surely are sufficient to settle forever the question of 
God’s will and oursduty to a lost world. 

The conventional year which closed April 30 last was one 

: of great Prosperity and advancement. 


. The number of baptisms were 3223, the contributions 


| 
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were $501,058.84. Our board sent out 21 new missionaries, 
so that now we have 246 missionaries, with 467 native helpers 
on our various fields. 

The work of the board has become more and more com- 
plex, in addition to the regular preaching of the gospel, we 
have established training schools, colleges, and seminaries for 
our native workers, hospitals and dispensaries for the sick, and 
publishing houses to supply a much needed literature. 

One thing that We have learned, that if the nations of the 
earth are to be evangelized it must be done by the native. 
Christians. 

Americans for America, Chinese for China, Japanese for 
Japan and likewise all other nations. 
Japa» and likewise for all other nations. t 

One of the greatest tasks before us, is to prepare these 
men and women of God to preach the gospel effectively to the 
people of their own race. 


Our schools and hospitals also furnish a matchless oppor- 
tunity to win those to Christ who attend them. Hundreds of 
boys and girls are being brought into our schools and there 
taught the way of life who would not otherwise come to the 
preaching stations. 


Tens of thousands are being treated annually in our hos- 
pitals, who while receiving cure for their bodily ailments, are 
at the same time,and place taught the power and love of the 
physician of souls. 

Many of our native churches have become self-supporting, 
and even liberal givers tq send the gospel into the regions 
beyond. It is the policy of the board to urge the duty of such 
self-support and evangelistic spirit. 

At the last Convention the board reported a debt of nearly 
40,000.00, but this is only the bugle call to more general and 
more liberal giving. One brother proposed to pay the ex- 
penses for sending out, also, the salary for the first year of 10 
new missionaries provided the Convention would send out 
20 additional ones by November next, the money for 15 of 
the 20 was pledged on the floor of the Convention, this money 
to be a special gift—apart from the regular offering of the 
churches. : 

The Lord is opening great hearts and full pockets to do 
greater things than we have yet seen, for all this we praise 
God and take new courage. But what is our duty and how 
well shall we measure up to it. 

When we have learned to pray for our missionaries and__ 
a poor lost world as we ought, then we will soon learn to givgig 


_ as God would have us give. Let us try to get a collectic 
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from every member of every church, however small the gift 
may be, it will be a start. 


We are at work in Brazil, Argentina, Italy, Mexico, Af- 
rica, Japan, and China. In these fields we have 289 churches, 
539 out stations, with a total membership of 19,239. 

In our schools, colleges and seminaries we have about 
6,000 young people, when these have been taught the way of 
Christ and the way of duty in service they shall mean much 
to our work. 

\During the year God has called home § of our mission- 
aries, brethren W. D. King, T. E. Ward, J. W. McCollom and 
sisters Eula Hensley and C. T, Willingham. As we press for- 
ward in the work some fall, but others rise to take their places 
and carry the conquest on to victory, 


Our present and pressing needs are more men and women 
for important places in the field we now occupy and to open 
mew fields where destitution reigns aed where conditions are 
appalling. We need more money better to equip our workers 
in giving them more comfortable and sanitary homes, to pro- 
vide chapels and church houses. to equip our schools, hospitals, 
and printing presses for more effective work. 

To supply these needs we must look to the brethren and 
beg them to be liberal in their offerings. 

This year we have pledged ourselyes to try to raise $600,- 
000.00 which is an average of about 27 cents per capita. It 
is the wish and expectation of the brethren that we increase 
$100,000.00 each year over the preceding year till our gifts 
shall reach $1,000,000.00 per year, that would then mean less 
than 50 cents per member. 

We ought to be more business like in our work, we wait 
till the close of the year to take our collections, so forcing the 
board to borrow large sums of money, and pay large arhounts 
of interest. Last year the interest account was 2 per cent 
of the collections, or money sufficient to have supported 25 
more missionaries.

xWe have done a great, work at Baptist Orphanage, at 
Jackson, Miss. It is under the management of Rev. Te ae 
Carter and wife. 

It is the unanimous verdict of those thoroughly informed 
on this subject, that the management is both consecrated and 
capable. Every Mississippi Baptist has just cause to be proud 
of the institution and its work. The Orphanage is owned and 
controlled by the baptist of the state, and is supported wholly 
by voluntary contributions and has heen in successful opera- 
tion for 13 years. 

The Orphanage has real estate to the value of more than 
$100,000.00. During the year 1909, 180 children were cared 
for and by crowding could have taken 200. We submit for 
your consideration the fact that the combined capacity of the 

saptist and Methodist Orphanages is less than 400. 

It is estimated that at present the state has more than. 
1500 totally helpless orphans. The children are given a good 
comfortable home during childhood,\ trained to be good and 
useful citizens and above all are constantly under the influence’ 
of Christian environment. A farm and other industries give 
them a practical knowledge of useful occupations and contri- 
butes largely to the maintainance of the institution. The 
needs of the Orphanage are constantly increasing and to meet 
them will require more liberal contributions now and in the 
future. We would especially urge that each messenger, 
whether layman or pastor, present labor strenuotsly from 
now until Thanksgiving to the end that on that day the Or- 
phanage receive the most liberal contribution in its history. 
May the Baptists of our State be brought to realize fully the 
importance and the great good of the work, and may they con- 
tribute liberally of their means to its support.

The dangeris both to our religion and our 
civilization. Thes people are for the most part irreligious 
nd ivn yyrant and know n thing about the pers*nal  obliga- 
Cons of citizenship, In their crude state they area great 
menace toh: wellare of our cour try. The best remecy for 
this state of things. is the religion offour Lord Jesus Christ. 
We must Christianize them or they will heathenize us, and 
pervert our civil in-titut'o1s to anarchy. The opportunity 
eiverl us in providence of God 8, that if these people are 
couverted, num ders of th 2m will go back totheir own coun- 
try as missionaries to their own people.
